Thirty years ago yesterday Dr. Stephen M. 


Babcock, conducting researches as a member. of 
the faculty of the University of- Wisconsin, an- 
nounced the discovery of the Babcock milk test. 
He had found Lhe way to measure butter fat in 
milk. It was a modest little statement, and the 
world wagged on, probably largely unaware that 
one of the greatest of modern scientific achieve- 
ments had come. 


In those days Wisconsin was a wheat state. 


Its vast areas of rougher land were unproduc- 
tive. Today il is the leading dairy state in the 
union. Its farm values and its wealth of pro- 
duct have multiplied. Wealth producing, dairies 
have played the better part in this growth. Other 
states profited almost beyond measure. 
The 


world has come intg possession of food sources 
invaluable, to the human race. Mankind is en- 
liched almost beyond computation. '

Dr. Babcock did not patent his process. He 


had gben his life to research in the, interest of 
hnmanity. He did not want to profit by his dis- 
covery, The millions he might have amassed 
by palenfiog it did not tempt him. His first and 
only thought was to get the device into imme- 
<iiate and farsprcad use. 


Friday was the thirtieth anniversary of Dr. 


Batcock's great achievement It was also the 
seventy-seventh anniversary of his birth' Dr. 
Babcock is a great scientist. It is a wonderful 
thing to be a great scientist, but it is a tremen- 
dously finer thing to be. a great man. Can one 
imagine a greater thing than for a man to be so 
impressed with Jos duty to serve the human race 
a$ to •waive away millions which he might legit- 
imately ha-ve had for a service for. which the

of Poor 


'BELGRADE. Serbia,—To the Am- 


erican visitor,' accustomed- to the or- 
•cHnary comforts of life, it is a con- 
stant source of. wonderment how the 
peasants and poor of the Balkans are 
a-ble to exist, on tie iDea.gre.food thqy 
have. 
Corn bread of ]>oor quality, 


supplemented with goat's cheese or 
ordinary leek or onions, .forms the 
diet of a large part of the village pop- 
ulation. This slender regimen produces 
robust' bodies, strong muscles and rosy 
cheeks'. The old adage that bread is 
the staff of life find's its best-proof 
here. 


On the'Thole. the. poor of the Bal- 


kan countries have'an nmisuaJiy h.-ml 
lot in life. Their poverty is. practically 
permanent. Their plight seems to ex- 
cite little sympathy-from, those .who 
are well oflC. There is a calloused in- 
difference to the sufferings of tbe 
poor w'bich strikes an American as 
almost heartless. In few .if any of-tho 
Balkan states does 'the government 
make any provision, for the care of 
the poor. This work in-t.be past has 
been 
left largely 
to foreign - Belief 


;pncies and private charitable or- 


ganizations. 


No Eight-hoiir Day 


The eight-hour 
working day so 


common in the United States is un- 
known in tlie rural districts of t!ie 
Balkans. 
The peasant' works from 


sunrise until after'dark. He is so bent 
and weather' scarred that lie looks 
twice his age after thirty. In some 
cases he belongs to nomadic tribes 
and leads an existence unknown in 
the country districts of America. At 
night one often passes whole wagon 
loads of them on the road going from 
(Own to town. Every man is asleep 
on the top of his load( and is not 
disturbed by thoughts of burglars or 
highwaymen. 
' The peasant removes his hat to 
every one better dressed than him-- 
self and gets his ox-cart off the ro:id 
for every automobile that passes. He 
is a simple, honest, homeloving per- 
son^ with much homely virtue. The 
peasant women have enormous fam- 
ilies of children, about half of whom 
ever survive tie rigors of child life in
